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AGAIN MONT PELEE IS BELCHING 
FORTH DEATH AND DESTRUCTION 


Castries, Island of St. Lucia, B. W. I. 
September 1.—The British steamer Ko- 
rena arrived here yesterday evening 
from Fort de France, island of Mar- 
tynique. She reports that a terrible erup- 
tion of Mont Pelee occurred at 9 o'clock 
Saturday night and that people who ar- 
rived at Fort de France from the north- 
ern part of the island reported that the 
village of Morne Rouge, near the dis- 
trict previously devastated, had been en- 
tirely destroyed and.that LeCarbel, a 
village on the coast which was destroyed 
at the time of the great eruption, had 
been swept by a tidal wave. About two 
hundred persoris lost their lives. 

A sloop from the island of St. Vincent 
which reached here this morning re- 
perts that Mont Pelee’s crater is now 
quiet, but that the detonations during 
Saturday night were the loudest heard 
up to that time and that the inhabitants 
were badly scared. 

Mont Pelee has: been in constant erup- 
tion sfince August 15. There was an 
enormous fall of ashes from the volcano 
the’ night of the 2%th There was a 
very sever® eruption the night of the 
th, when the yolcanic rumblings were 
heard at a great distafice. The moun- 
tain burned fiercely that night and out 


* at sea passing vessels were covered with 


ashes. The night of the 18th there were 
three separate eruptions. It is impos- 
gible to approach the ruined town of St. 
Pierre from the sea. The people of the 
yillage of LeCarbel on, the coast are ter- 
ror stricken and flying to the interfor.

Safe of Todd Drug Company 
Upened and Rifled, 


Police Could Not Locate the Burglars. 
Safe Showed No Evidence of 
Having Been Tampered with. 
Burglary Was a Pecu- 
liar One.

A bold and remarkable burglary was 
discovered by the police at the store o 
the Todd Drug Company, corner of Peach- 
tree and Pryor streets, this morning about 


1 o'clock, 

The burglar head entered the store some 
time between 12 and 1 o'clock, broken open 
the safe, prided open the drawers and 
secured nearly $200 of funds belonging to 
the postoftice department of the United 
States government. 

The boldness of the burglary was al- 
most unparalleled, for the store is entirely 
surrounded by streets and every door 1s 
brightly lighted by arc lights. Many 
people were on the streets last night be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'clock, as it was the end 
of Labor day and a holiday occasion. 

Officer Meeks thought he saw a light in 
the drug store sudderly go out. He 
made an investigation and found the 
door on the Peachtree side of the store 
open, or partly so. He called for his part- 
ner, Officer Lockhart, and they made a 
hurried investigation. They found the 
safe door open and a number of tools 
near the door. A drawer had been prized 
open and the lock to another had been 
broken. A box containing a few dollars 
was on the top of the safe. 

Store is Surrounded. 

Word was sent to the police barracks 
and the store was surrounded by the po- 
lice and a careful inspection made, as it 
was believed the burglar was still in the 
store. The burglar was not found. Dr. 
P. H. Todd, of the company, was sent 


for. He could offer no explanation about 

the remarkable burglary. His cousin, J. 

S. Todd, was sent for, and he stated that 

he left the Store Jast and carefully locked 

all the doors He Said that there was 

$163.75 in the safe belonging to the United 
tates government, there being a sub- 
ostoffice at the store. 

It was the business of Clerk Campbell 
to lock the safe at night, and neither of 
the Messrs. Todd could say whether or 
not the safe had been closed. 

A Peculiar Feature. 

A peculiar thing about the burglary was 
that while the safe door was open there 
was no evidence of its having been tam- 
pered with. The bolts were locked or 
shoved on, and the comobination set, s0 
that if the burglar opened the safe with 
the combination he must have afterwards 
turned the bolts when the door was open. 

There was other money in the store 
which had not been touched, there being 
some $20 in the cash drawers. 

All the tools found before the open 
door of the safe belonged in the store, 
and consisted of hammers, ice scrapes 
and picks 

The police admitted that the burglary 
was a very puzzling one, and a very bold 
one. 

It. is believed the burglar saw the po- 
Iiceman approaching, and escaped by the 
door which he had entered. This door, 
while open, showed no signs of having 
been forced open 

Clerk Campbell, who reached the store 
about 2 o’clock this morning, stated to 
his employers he thought he had for- 
gotten to lock the safe.

Appalling Loss of Life Is Caused 
by Terrific Gale Near 
Cape Town, 


MANY VESSELS DRIVEN 


All on Board Lost—Beach is 
Literally Strewn with the 
Bodies of the 
Victims. 


Cape Town, September 1.—A terrific gale 
which began about midnight has caused 
great loss of Hfe and wrought much dam- 
age to shipping at Port Elizabeth. Fifty 
bodies have already been washed ashore 
there. The storm broke shortly before 
midnight last night and was accompanied 
by a deluge of rain and brilliant light- 
ning. The night was very dark. Several 
tugs wént out to the assistance of the 
endangered vessels in the ‘harbor, but 
nothing was visible from the shore at 
Port Elizabeth except the confnual 
flashes of rockets as signals of distress. 

Daylight found the beach at the end of 
Algoa bay strewn with bodies lying high 
and dry, while others were in’ ‘the surf 
and being swept ashore by the huge 
breakers. 

Eighteen vessels, mostly gailing craft, 
were driven ashore. Five of them were 
dashed to pieces and all the members of 
their crews were lost. A score of lighters 
are ashore. 

With the exception of four vessels 
which foundered with all hands, every 
sailing vessel in the roadsted was ashore 
by midday. Many steamers, after weath- 
ering the storm all night, steamed out to 
sea at daybreak. Fifty bodies have al]- 
ready been washed ashore. 

The British steamer Scott, belonging to 
the Union Steamship Company, of South- 
ampton, left Port Elizabeth Saturday for 
Cape Town. She was due here early to- 
day, but has not yet been sighted; great 
anxiety Is felt regarding her fate. 

Sir John Gordon Sprigg, the premier, 
said in the house assembly today that 
he feared the loss of life from the gale 
would be enormous.

The robbery occurred just after dark 
and according to his own announcement, 
one of the principals was Gus Hyat€, 
who made a sensational escape from the 
Tennessee penitentiary here on August 4 
last. where he was serving a fifteen-year? 
term for train robbery. Express officials 
estimate the loss at about $500. it being 
in packages taken in since leaving Mont- 
gomery, Ala. The two big through safes 
were not molested. 

The men forced the messenger to Ting 
the train down just before it was enter- 
ing the South Nashville vards. and auiet- 
lv took their departure, no clew to the dl- 
rection they went in having vet been dis- 
covered, though the police are hard a@t 
work on the cage. 


Story of the Robbery. 
The storv of the robbery, as told bv 
lows: 

“We pulled out of Franklin at 6:45, 
forty minutes late, and T began to pre- 
pare to check up my business for report 
at Nashville.. IT had got the .safe open 
and had gotten good at work sitting at 
the safe, when I heard some one behird 
me. Turning, I looked into the barrel of 
a big revolver, held by a man with @ 
red handkerchief tied over his face, holes 
betnge cut for eves. nose and mouth. 

“ ‘Get up and hold up vour hands.’ he 
said. ‘or I will put a hole in your head.” 

“Right behind him was another map 
wearing a red handkerchief over his face 
and also having me covered with his 
pistol. I got up and he ordered me to 
stand in the corner of the car with my 
back to him and mv hands above mv 
head. saying. ‘If you dare turn round 
I'll shoot. Keep up vour hands.’ I didn’t 
look armund to see if he had his gun on 
me, but obeyed him. Both men had 
sacks attached to their belts and I could 
hear them putting the packages away. 
The man who did all the talking satd 
once, ‘Hurry up, George, we are getting 
close to Nashville.”’. Finally he called me 
to pull the bell cord, but not to 100k 
around. I obeved. but the signal was not 
answered, and with an oath he ordered 
me to pull it again. 

Feared To Look Around. 

“This time the train slowed down, but 
I don’t know exactly when the men got? 
off, as I did not dare look around. Finally 
the trainmen came to see what the trou- 
ble was and I told them of the hold-up. 
The man who did the talking was about 
5 feet 10 inches tall and weighed perhaps 
199 pounds. When ordering me to pull 
the bell cord he said, “Tell them you saw 
Gus Hyatt.’ Before they got off they 
made me help them put out the lights 
and then stand in the corner again. The 
man who said he was Hyatt had on ovef- 
alls and a blue jacket and wore a black 
slouch hat. His companion was taller 
and thinner. He wore jeans trousers, @ 
blue flannel] shirt and a blue and black 
cap. I can’t say how they entered my 
car, as I had my back to them.”

“Denounces “Rapacity" of South- 
bmn Cotton Mill Owners, 


in an Address to the Working Men 
of Kansas City the Senator De- 
~nmounces the Employment of 
Children in Mines and 
Factories.

: 
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Kansas City, Mo., September 1.—Ten 
thousand union workmen in the trades of 
both Kansas Citys paraded the down- 
town streets here today. The parade end- 
ed at Electric park, where nearly 20,000 
persons listened to the speech:making. 
The principal address was delitered by 
Senator Charles WwW. Fairbanks, of In- 
diana, who was given a rousing reception. 
His speech was devoted to various phases 
of the labor question. y 

Among other things he said: 

“There is no greater evil thar that of 
child ‘labor.in workshops, factories and 
‘Mines. Labor organizations have done 
‘™much to correct this evil in many of the 
States and are making commendable ef- 
fort to eradicate it where there are no 
laws to govern it. The utmost effort has 
been mgde by organized labor to secure 
the necessary legislation where this crime 
against humanity is unchecked, but they 
have been defeated by the mil] owners. 
The defeat, however, is but temporary. 
(Yo such abuse can long endure when 
the moral sense of the country is aroused, 
as it is being aroused. Mere selfishness 
cannot long stand in the way. It is a 
gratifying fact that in most of the states 
laWs are upon the statute books which 
protect tender childhood from the fra- 
pacity of such as are now arousing the 
moral sentiment of the country in many 
of the cotton rmilis of the south. This is 
not a sectional question; it is a humani- 
tarian question which knows no section 
nor latitude. 

“Child labor is not a wrong done alone 
to childhood. Society is vitally interested 


in the fullest possible physical, moral and | 


intellectual development of its members 
and in the end it sufferg if the children 
who are to constitute its membership are 
atrophied in the essential qualities of 
healthy citizenship. Greed should not be 
allowed to coin the sweat of childhood 
and rob children of ten years of two of 
the richest jewels they can possess— 
health and education.” 
Mason Denounces Injunction. 

. Chicago, September 1.—Before a large 
audience of workingmen at Sharpshoot- 
ers park Senator W. E. Mason delivered 
an address. In speaking of the recent in- 
junctions in the West Virginia coal strike 
the senator said: 

“The government is organized to pro- 
tect the weak against the strong.

HOUSTON WANTS 
BUREAU OF LABOR 


He Says Georgia Working 
People Demand It 


| tn Address at Columbus Child Labor 


and Convict Lease System Are 
Denounced—The Day as 
Observed in South- 
ern States.

Columbus, Ga., September 1.—(Special.) 
Labor day was a day of rest in Colum- 
bus. Nearly every store in the city was 
closed. All manufacturing plants shut 


down, and it was the most generally ob- | 


served holiday since Christmas, 

The Columbus Railroad Company haul- 
ed over fifteen thousand people to the 
various resorts. At. Wildwood park an 
elaborate programme.of addresses, races, 
contests, baseball, dancing, etc., was car- 
ried put. The day was more generally 
observed in Columbus than ever before. 

Appropriate adresses were delivered by 
Mayor lL. H. Chappell, Rev. F. B. Tick- 
ner and Hon. C. C. Houston, of Atlanta, 
the latter making the principal oration 
of the day. 

Mr. Houston said that at the coming 
session of the Georgia legislature an- 
other earnest effort wouid be made to 
adopt a child-labor law. He condemned 
child labor in severe terms, and was 
heartily applauded. He said that Geor- 
gia working people would not be satis- 
fied until a bureau of labor and industrial 
statistics was established by the state. 
He condemned the present convict lease 


system, and said that the convicts should 


be put to work on the public roads. He 
said: ‘‘We also demand that the stamp, 
‘Convict Made,’ be placed upon all prison 
made goods, manufactured or shipped in- 
to this state to be sold in competition with 
the product of free labor.’’ 

First Celebration in Macon. 

Macon, Ga., September 1.—(Spectal.)— 
For the first time since the legislature 
made the first Monday in September 
Labor day, and constituted it a legal 
holiday in Georgia, Macon observed the 
occasion, and celebrated it in a fitting 
manner. Many places of business closed 
doors during the afternoon so the em- 
ployees could engage in the festivities of 
the day. There was a large outpouring 
of the people at the different points of 
attraction, and labor appreciates the in- 
terest manifested in the occasion. 

The various unions of Macon celebrat- 
ed the day at Crump park in the pres- 
ence of a large and delighted audience. 

Mayor Bridges Smith was judge in the 
athietic contests. He also made the ad- 
dress of welcome. 

The orator of the day was Judge John 
P. Ross. He delivered a very able and 
eloquent address. 

Other attractions in the city were a 
game of baseball this afternoon at the 
baseball park, races at Central City 
park, under the auspices of the Macon 
Driving Club, and Pete Baker, in “Chris 
and Lena,” at the Academy of Music 
this evening, 

The day was a great success in Macon 
in every respect, and labor feels en- 
couraged and delighted at the result. 

Great Day in Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., September 1.—(Special.) 
The Labor day celebration in Savannah 
was on a grander scale today than ever 
before. fe banks and public offices 
closed for®the day, and there was little 
business Going at any of the stores. The 
holiday was enjoyed by all, for there was 
a variety of attractions. 

The labor organizations held a mon- 
ster parade during the forenoon, which 
was witnessed by the mayor and alder- 
men. There were two bands in line, and 
hundreds of marching workmen testified 
to their enthusiasm in their own special 
way. 

Great crowds went to Tybee island, 
where Labor day sports were held.

WILL RUN BOATS 
ON PEARL RIVER 


New Orleans Firm Making 
‘Arrangement To Operate 
Steamers. 


STREAM TO BE CLEARED 
OF ALL OBSTRUCTIONS 


Government Appropriation Sufficient 
To Make River Navigable to 
Jackson—Fight with In- 
surance Companies. 

Other News.

Jackson, Miss.. September 1.—The im- 
portant announcernent is made that a 
New Orleans firm has arranged to operate 
steamboats and barges on Pearl river 
of sufficient capacity to handle freight of 
all kinds, particularly cotton and staves, 
between New Orleans and Jackson. The 
recent opening of the Lake Borgue canal 
will enable the company to receive and 
deliver cargoes to and from ocean and 
river steamers, and from the New Or- 
leans levee 10) miles above and below. 

Forty or fifty years ago a heav® traffic 
was handled on Pearl river from Jackson 
to the mouth, but since the advent of 
railroads the business has fallen Mmto dis- 
repute, and the fresh attempt to revive 
it will be watched with much interest. 
At many places the river has been 
choked up with logs and stumps, and 
there has been no effort whatever at 
navigation since the federal court ren- 
dered a decision permitting the construc- 
tion of a class of*bridges which rendered 
the stream unnavtgable. 

An agent of the company, which is to 
be known as the Guif Trade and Trans- 
portation Company, wil] soon make a trip 
from New Orleans to Jackson by skiff, 
for the purpose 8 interviewing the per- 
sons in the trade territory and making 
arrangements to handle their freight 
traffic. At its last session congress pass- 
ed an appropriation for the improvement 
of the river, and it is believed that the 
sum is sufficient to put. the stream in a 
navigable condition. 


Fight with Insurance Companies. 

By the reason of the increase of rates 
in Jacks6n and other large fowns in 
Mississippi, the insurance companies 
have put the people in a combative mooff, 
and, as a consequence, the last vestige 
of hope for securirig a special session of 
the legislature has gone a glimmering. 
The popular impression seems to prevail 
that insurance companies are attempt- 
ing a gigantic bluff which will fail to 
meet with the success anticipated, and, 
as the fncrease of rates render insurance 
almost prohibitive, the average policy 
holder is in a reckless frame of mind, 
and cares but little whether his property 
is protected or not. 

Some of the rates in Jackson are nearly 


100 per cent higher than those of one’, 


year age The new Century building, for

the city, is rated at 6.25 per cent, with 
promise of a further incréase unless cer- 
tain conditions are complied with. 

The valued policy clause is obnoxious 
to the insurance companies, while the 
public cares but little about it one way or 
the other: but the heavy advance in 
rates is obnoxious to the people, and 
they will not give further aid in she 
effort to get a special session, feeling 
thereby that they would only be aiding 


the insurance trust. The situatign is a 
peculiar one, and it is impossible to 
figure out its ultimate solution. 


‘Was Negro Lynched? 


The people of Amite county are now 
worldering ‘what has become of Sam Ford, 
a negro mup thief, and the suspfcion is 
rife in many minds that Samuel met 
death at the end of the halter at the end 
of which was originally attached the 
mule he stole. A few days ago the negro 
walked away with a mule belonging to a 
prominent planter in that county. He 
was captured and carried to the house of 
the local justice of the peace for trial. 
While the justice was makite ready for 
the trial on the inside of the house the 
prisoner was chained to a post near the 
gate. The court announced itself in 
readiness for the hearing; but when the 
officers went out to get the negro they 
found he was gone. It has been im- 
possible to ascertain whether Ford 
slipped his shackles and escaped, or 
whether some of the neighbors decided to 
anticipate the popular verdict and hang- 
ed him. At any rate, he has not been 
heard of since.

ON MURDER CHARGE 


Officers Belleve He Killed Young Otis 
Word. 


IS IN JAIL AT CARROLLTON 


He Was the Principal Witness 
Against the Negro Who Was 
Convicted and Sentenced To 
Be Hanged; but Who 
Died In Jail.

Carroliton, Ga., September 1.—(Special.) 
Willlam Mote was yesterday lodged in 
jail here by Deputy Sheriff J. P. Webb, 
who brought him from Alabama ufider a 
requisition from the governor ' of Ala- 
bama. He is charged with the murder of 
Otis Word, the 13-year-old white boy, 
whose body was dragged from Tallapoosa 
river, in this county, last year, after ne 
had been missing for three weeks. Mote 
is a young white man, who lived in the 
community of the tragedy and was the 
last party who claimed to have seen the 
boy in life. 

Ike Williams, a young negro, was 
charged with the crime before the body 
was found, but no evidence having de- 
veloped against him at the preliminary 
trial, he was discharged. Mote was pres- 
ent at this trial and did not divulge that 
he had seen the boy and negro go off 
together. 

When the body was dragged from the 
river, with the throat cut. the negro was 
immedtately arrested and spirited away 
to jail. The coroner’s inquest put the 
crime on the negro. A mob attempted to 
take the negro from the jail that night 
after the inquest and Sheriff Merrill spir- 
ited the negro out of the prison at the 
back door, accompanied by guards, while 
the mob howled around the jail for him.

- Lewis to tender his resignation as an 
associate justice of the supreme court. 


Judge Lewis has long been broken in 
health and he feels that his present 
condition does not warrant his at- 
tempting to continue the discharge of 
the arduous duties which the position 
involves. 

No man on’ the bench has made a 
wore Tionorable record than -Judge 
Lewis—none could do so. His career 
on the supreme bench has been a bril- 
liant fulfillment of the promise which 
his previous success at the bar held 
out. His retirement because of his ill 
health will be sincerely regretted by 
all the people of Georgia. 

Judge Lewis’ resignation will reach 
Governor Candler this morning. The 
filling of the vacancy becomes, there- 
fore, a live question. Under the law, 
when a vacancy occurs on the su- 


_preme bench the people are required 


to fill the unexpired term at the first 
regular election following the creation 
of the vacancy. The supreme court 
meets the first week in October. The 
state election occurs on the Ist day of 
October, and at that election the va- 
cancy must be filled. 

The simplest way for this to be 
done—obviously the proper way under 
the circumstances—is that the whole 
matter should be left to the people for 
their decision at the October election 
without their being put to the expense 
and the trouble of a primary contest. 


.The office is distinctly non-political. 


There is, however, no possibility of 
any but democrats becoming candi- 
dates; nor is it possible that any but 
men worthy the place’ will submit 
their claims to the people in the elec- 
tion. 

There is every good reason tbat the 
whole matter should be left to the de- 
cision of the people in the state elec- 
tion.

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No Sectionalism In Mob Law. 

At Windsor, Vt., the president’s 
speech-making versatility hit upon the 
theme of mob viofence, ‘probably as 
one that would kindle sectional en- 
thusiasm in the blue ‘heart of New 
England.

Within a few days previous 
the country had read of aggrevated 
similar examples in Ohio, Kansas and 
Indiana, following quickly one ‘upon 
the other in the order given. 

This is merely mentioned as prov- 
ing that sectionalism can no longer 
be invoked in inveighing against mob 
lawlessness, and particularly with ref- 
erence to the irregular violence visited 
upon negro beasts who desecrate 
white womanhood. All geographical 
and political lines are obliterated here, 
and it is human nature, not sectional 
influences, that makes this true. 

If these oft-recurring acts of mob 
violence in the north serve the pur- 
pose of eliminating lynch law as & re- 
publican campaign issue, they have 
done well in putting to confusion some 
of the south’s worst traducers.

.Evidences multiply that the anti- 
tariff revolt in the republican: party is 
assuming -formidable proportions, aid- 
ed and abetted, and in no small degree 
inspired,’ by President Roosevelt’s reci- 
procity crusade. 

In endeavoring to sieze both horns 
of this dilemma, the republican party 
is going to hear something rip. 

Tariff revision, on republican lines,

Emboldened by the 
knowledge that there will be no lack 
of eastern allies, because of the uni- 
versally prevalent belief that the tariff 
fosters trusts, the western republicans 
are not hesitating to go on record for 
tariff reform. 

The Idaho republican platform, 
adopted last week, is even more pro- 
nounced in this respecti:than was that 
of the Iowa republicans: 


That many of the industries of this 
country have outgrown the need of a 
protective tariff is made evident by the 
fact that the American manufacturer has 
entered the markets of the world and is 
successfully competing with the manu- 
facturers of all other countries. Many 
of the tariff schedules adopted to foster 
infant industries have fully served that 
purpose-and have ,now become a means 
of aiding and building. up powerful trusts 
and combinations, and enabled these to 
exact from the American purchasers the 
payment of higher prices than they exact 
for the same class of goods sold in 
foreign cotntries. We therefore favor a 
revision of the tariff, without unreason- 
alle delay, which wil] place upon the 
free list every article and product con- 
trolled by any monopoly, and such other 
articles and products as are beyond the 
need of pretecticn. 

The Springfield (Mass.) mepenionn 
says significantly: 

As usual, the issue of tariff reform is 
being forced not so much by the opposi- 
tton ‘party as by the western republicans.

Alto~ 
gether Estrada Palma’s cabinet has not 
Leen a success, and strong evidence is 
given that very shortly it will undergo 
an almost radical change. To quote from 
one of e leading Spanish papers of to- 
day, the ¥ellowing being a published in- 
terview with a prominent member of con- 
gress. 

“The cabinet of Don Tomas really !s 
in great confusion, gnd it must fall of 
Pnecessity within a very short time. Gar- 
cia Montes is doing nething. He neither 
works nor takes the trouble to pretend 
to work. He occupies himself in demon- 
strating that his whiskers are not false 
and taking out his handkerchief to show 
that he uses cologne. In the treasury de- 
partment there is downright chaos, and 
Garcia Montes is not. unaware: of this. 
In the department of justice no one lifts 
a finger. It cannot appoint a clerk nor 2 
judge nor make any decision. In the de- 
partment of state everything is left to 
Hevia. Hevia ds the king. The presi- 
dent is delivered body and soul to Hevia— 
Hevia securing for him the title of 
‘Honorable Bay. ese’ (the president, as 
vou know, coming@from Bayamo). Speak- 
ing of matters being left to his decision, 
Hevia said: 

“They have to sustain me. he only 
one here who knows .anything of these 
imatters is myself. ‘In the land og the 
blind the one-eyed is king ”’’ 

“The days of M, Ll. Diaz (public works) 
are numbered. That Gelats matter has 
put him in such a position that the pres- 
ident is gbliged to demand nis resigna- 
tion in a few days. Zaldo, an utter fail- 
ure, acknowledging himself incapabie, the 
cause cf gr2at mistakes by the executive, 
will resign at the end of his Icave. 

The New Cabinet. 

“Terry is at odds with Don Tomas and 
congress, but in perfect accord with the 
people. You see that the government and 
the people are divorced. The new cabi- 
net will be formed, retaining Tamayo and 
Yero. Although the papers say to the 
contrary, the selection of the president is 
as follows: 

‘Mendez Capote, state and justice. Don 
Comingt Mendez Capote is now the per- 
son in which the president trusts. He is 
the man for the situation. 

“Fernandez de Castro, agriculture—sub- 
stituting the capital of Terry by that of 
de Castro—he will succeed in dominating 
the president. 

“Raimundo Cabrera, finance. 

“The man to fill the department of pub- 
lic works is unknown. Ovidio. Primelles, 
Villalon—no éne knows. Mr. Rubens ar- 
rives tomorrow or next day. He will give 
good advice to the president, which he 
badly enough needs.”’ 

That last sentence is very significant. 
Estrada Palma and Cubans’ generally 
have great faith in Mr. Rubens. It is a 
unique situation~an American citizen, 
occupying no official position, yet the 
president of the republic awaits his 
coming to help him out of an awkward 
situation. Mr. Rubens is certainly a very 
unusual man, astute, learned in the law, 
understanding men. T heard a not unin- 
telligent man say: once, “When you get 
through talking to Rubens you don’t 
know a thing about him; but, by George’ 
he knows all you know or ever expect 
to know.”’ 

The Imaginative Cuban. 

A littlé amusing incident oc¢urred the 
other day, fllustrative, too, of Cuban 
character. The president and an Amer. 
iean were conferring together, In Eng- 
lish, the Cuban stenographer being pres- 
ent. In the course of the conversation 
the American remarked that in a~few 
days Mr. Rubens would return, when 
he and Senor Mendoz Capote, with an- 
other member of the board (it being 
purely a business matter), could arrange 
the matter. The stenographer, hearing 
the words Rubens and Capote, at once 
rushed off and stated that Mr. Rubens 
was to be offered a place in the cabinet, 
and the rumor circulated throughout the 
island. It was absurd, for in the first 
place Mr. Rubens has a: practice which 
amounts to five times the salary of a 
cabinet .officer, and he is an American 
citizen by birth and domicile. The inci- 
dent only shows how quickly these peo- 
ple exercise their imaginations, and how 
little an employee regards the sanctity 
of his office. Even ff he had been cor- 
rect in his supposition, he had no right 
to speak of things not meant for his 
ear, or to speak of matters pertaining to 
the office outside. I da-not by any man- 
ner of means intend to say that Cubans 
have a monopoly on lack of trustworthi- 
ness, nor that none of them’ are honor- 
able men; but it is true that lying is so 


common with them that it is ev not

American who when a most flagrant lie 
was proven upon him replied to his em- 
Ployer’s question as to why he should 
have lied so egregiously, that he had not 
lied—that he was only following the cus- 
tom.pf the country. He spoke the truth 
there; it is the custom of the country. 
When folks go to confession here and 
say they faileg to perform some outward 
religious duty, that calls for some heavy 
penance, but when they say they have 
lied a number of times, they get off 
light, for that “is the custom of the 
country.” 
Congress and Electricity. 

For weeks congress has taken up much 
of its time interfering in a matter which 
properly belongs to the ayuntamiento of 
Havana to settle, to wit, the eregion of 
anoth®@r electric light plant in the city, 
ahd this is the matter which the papers 
Say will cost Diaz his job. It is a long 
story, but that is the gist of it. 

It has always been a great labor to se- 
cure a concession of any kind in the 
island, and still is. Any one would think 
that all development ygyas distasteful to 
the people, which in fact :$ really the 
case. They want to stand just where 
they fid fifty years ago. As a rule they 
don’t want new railroads built nor smal] 
farms and industries to be established. 
They still want the great sugar centros 
to continue and the immense tobacco 
estates. They want to haul over country 
roads instead of by rail, and they don't 
want improvement of any kind. They 
find great fault with public schools, de- 
nominating them in many instances a 
failure. They object to the improved 
hospital system. Except in Havana 
great objections are raised to modern 
methods. 


Bathing “Cruel Treatment.” 

In Santiago a f&\¥ weeks ago much ex- 
citemtnt was caused by charges preferred 
against American nurses, claiming that, 
being advised their services would be 
dispensed with. shortly, they wreaked 
their vengeance on the helpless patients, 
treating them fm such a manner that all 
those able to get out of bed took refuge 
in the streets. 

An investigation was made, when it 
developed that the cruel treatment con- 
sisted in bathing the patients every day. 
Various inmates examined said that the 
nurses insisted upon taking them out of 
bed and putting tem down in water, and 
the crugity was more than they could 
bear. I hear that there is a vast differ- 
ence in the condition of all the hospitals 
since May 20. I know of one case where 
Americans preferred to take a patient to 
one of the church institutions, where the 
sisters nurse, although only a short time 
ago the Cubans themselves acknowledged 
the superiority of the trained nurse over 
the Sisters of Charity. 

The Marriage Law Changed. 

The Cuban has from the beginning re- 
sisted any tampering with his judiciary, 
and since the change in government ef- 
forts have been made to do away with 
the slight, though important, alterations 
made by the military government. ‘Con- 
gress now is handling the much-vexed 
question of the marriage law. 

This was about the most complicated 
and oppressive in the whole code, but 
congress is pretty apt to bring back the 
old order. Religjous marriages were 
legalized by military order, the system 
of arbitrary and exorbitant fees charged 
by both religious and civil authorities be- 
ing abolished, but the Cubans do not like 
it. They are working to revive the system 
which caused the abnormal number of 
illegal unions and illegitimate .children in 
The poor were not able to 
satisfy the demands of the priests and 
cfvil officials called upon to perform the 
marriage ceremony, hence they disre- 
garded it. 

Congress here is young, and much has 
to be excused-in it, yet some study of 
their own econgtitution would help the 
members. Recently it passed a law to 
the effect that none of the forts, arsenals 
or public buildings of the government 
should be rented without authority of 
congress, though in the constitution only 
congress has this authority, so it passed 
a law making illegal something which 
only it could legalize. 

Artice by an Atlantan. 

Lucius Q. €. Lamar, of Atlanta, has 
written an able article on the ‘Cuban 
Policy of the Uniited States,’ to appear 
in one of the leading monthHes of New 
York at an early date. In it he gives 
the history and the.legal status of the 
famous Platt amendment. It will be 
found instructive reading, and contains 
some facts not hitherto made public. 

As is known, the record of the debates 
in secret sessions of the Cuban constitu- 
tional convention on the Platt amendment 
after February 27, 1901, to July, 1901, has 
never been read: in fact, being with- 
held from the pubHc. Mr. Lamar through 
his pgsition has been given access to 
these documents, and embodies the sub- 
ject matter in his article. 

Doubtless many an American will think 
deeply when he Teads this history, and 
many questions wil] arise.

GENTLEMAN'S QUIET GAME 
UNDER THE BAN OF LAW 


it Is 2 Criminal Act to Form a Com- 
bination to Raise the Price of 
the Necessaries of Life, 
Judge Lumpkin

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, in his charge to 
the Fulton county grand jury yesterday, 


took occasion to say some pungent and , 


pointed things in regard to gambling and 
the trusts. He called upon the jurors to 


‘exercise the authority, vested in them by 


the laws of their state and not to over- 
look the crime of gambling, or of the 
forming of such combinations as tefded 
to raise the prices of the necessaries of 
life. 

It is said to be the longest charge on 
the subject of gambling that was ever de- 
livered, and it is certain that the judge 
did not spare gaming in any form. He 
made no distinction between the ‘‘gentle- 
man’s’’ game and the “crook’s” game, 
for he asserted that the former inevita- 
bly led to something worse. 

The members of the jury were remind- 
ed of the fact that no one of them, as a 
business man, would feel easy and secure 
if it was known that a bookkeeper or a 
cashier in his employ was indulging in 
either a large or smal] game. The judge 
said he did not Know whether or not 
any of the jurors ever gamed, even on a 
Small scale, but if they did they were 
setting a bad example as citizens. 

In regard to the trusts the judge said 
that it was the duty of Fult41:’s grand 
jury to see that her citizens did not suf- 
fer on account of illegal combinations 
and market corners. 
act of 1896, and asserted that it had 
fallen through on account of the fact 
that by it certain classes of combinations 
were excused. 

‘ What the Court Said. 

His charge in part was as follows: ,

As to Trusts. 

In regard to trusts the judge said: 

“T do not know of any indictment ever 
returned by a grand. jury of this county 
on this score, althougn they have been 
charged in this respect befores -—~ | 

“And although we have no legislation 
in Georgia sufficiently broad to cover the 
matter, still the people are not entirely 
at the mercy of those who would ad- 
vance the price of the necessaries of life. 
There is still law enough to prevent this. 

“It is a criminal act to corner tne mar- 
ket on wheat, for instance, in this state. 
It is not fair and legitimate tfade to so 
manipulate the market as to force upon 
the people an unnatural price for any of 
the necessaries of life. Remember, such 
an act is equally criminal whether it is 
done by a citizen of this or of another 
state. 

“This part of the law has fallen out of 
view, but if the press feports of the day 
are true it is time tnat this almost for- 
gotten princible should be remembered 
and put into practice. . 

“You cannet deal with the whole coun- 
try, gentlemen, but you can see to it that 
the criminal laws of this state are not 
thus violated.in Fulton county.”

ATSTS ARE 
TO MEET TODAY 


Stone Mountain Association 
Convenes at | ndian Creek 
Church. 


“ALIEN IMMERSION” WILL 
RECEIVE FULL ATTENTION 


Discussion of This Question May 
Bring Interesting Results—At 
Ministers Meeting Rev. J. C. 
Solomon Advises 
Caution. 


Large delegations from. all of the 
Baptist churches of Atlanta will.attend 
the meeting of the Stone Mountain Bap- 
tist Association,- which begins at Indian 
creek church, near Clarkston, today. Con- 
siderable interest is felt in the meeting, 
since at it the question of ‘alien immer- 
sion’’ will be brought up, and it has been 
intimated that developments of unusual 
interest may result from the agitation. 

The Tabernacle Baptist church, of At- 
lanta, is the only church in the associa- 
tion that openly indorses the practice of 
“alien immersion,” and in consequence 
it has been chiefly associated with the 
rumors as to the results of the agitation. 
However, it is said that members and 
ministers of a number of otner churches 
in reality believe in the practice, although 
they have not ag yet come out in favor 
of it. | 

Sunday night at the Tabernacle Baptist 
church, Rev. Julian 8. Rodgers, the as- 
sistant pastor, charged from his pulpit 
that the agitation of this question is a 
personal fight against the Tabernacle 
Baptist chureh rather than the result of 
doctrinal zeal, 

The discussion of this matter has been 
of peculiar interest to church people of 
the city since it has been stated that 
the agitation might result in the Stone 
Moutain Baptist Association withdraw- 
ing fellowship from the Tabernacle Bap- 
tist church. This church being one of 
largest in the city and its pastor, 
Rev. Len G. Broughton, one of the most 
widely known of southern divines, the 
matter nas naturally attracted wide at- 
tention and Baptists and other church 
people all over the south are eagerly 
watching for its final outcome. 

It is believed that the question will be 
put before the association in the shape of 
a resolution condemning the practice of 
‘‘alien- immersion’’ in such terms that it 
will be impossible for the representa- 
tives of the Tabernacle Baptist church 
to retain their places as members of the 
association after the passage of the reso- 
lution. There is some interest as to the 
course which the messengers of that 
church will pursue in the event such a 
resolution is passed. 

In his Sunday evening sermon Rev. Ju- 
Han 8. Rodgers stated that the Stone

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GERMAN COTTON IS NOT 


A MENACE TO THE SOUTH 


§ 

The fact that the German government 
is thinking seriously of attempting to 
rescue the German eotton industry from 
the grasp of the American cotton grow- 
ers and exporters is attracting some 


local notice. 

It is asserted in a recent cable dis- 
patch from Bremen to ‘Rhe Constitution 
that the German government has been 
making earnest efforts to establish inde- 
pendent cotton culture in Togoland, Ger- 
man West Africa, and here good results 
have been obtained. It is asserted further 
that Germany has now turned her atten- 
tion to Asia Minor; where Germany has 
established itself firmly by the. construc- 
tion of the Anatliang raflway. 

Dr. Endlich, an agricultural expert, 
with special knowledge of cotfon grow- 
ing, has been sent to Asia Minor fo in- 
vestigate thoroughly the crop in the cot- 
ton districts of Smyrna and to ascertain 
the possibilities of expanding cotton 
growing there. 

Financia’ advances may be made, seed 
and agricultural machinery furnished, 
draught animals provided for the na- 
tives, or, on the other hand, farge planta- 
tions after the pattern of the ante-bel- 
lum plantations in the United States may 
be established. All the money save that 
paid to the native grower or peasant will 
remain. in German hands. 

J. S. Akers, of the firm of Sanders, 
Swan & Co., prominent cotton dealers, 
in speaking of the matter yesterday, 
said that he did not Know anything about

the possibilities of Germany ever rising 
to be a rival of the south in the produc- 
tion of cotton, because of the fact That 
he did not know about the quality of 
cotton that the lands of Africa or of 
Asia Minor would produce. 

“Attempts have been made before,” 
said Mr. Akers, “by Ehgland and other 
of the European countries to play the 
purt of ‘rivals to be reckoned with’ by 
the south in the cotton market of the 
world, but nothing has come of these 
because they could not raise 
the quality of cotton that can be raised 
in the south. 

“Granted that Germany should succeed 
iri producing a superior grade of cotton 
in her colonies—yet I do not think it 
would seriously affect, the south for two 
reasons—first, the demand for cotton 
goods is increasing faster than the cot- 
ton growing acreage is increasing, and 
second, should Germany be able to supply 
Europe with the raw material that 
would simply mean that a larger per- 
centage of our raw material would re- 
main at home and be manufactured here, 
and we would ship more manufactured 
goods and less of the raw material. 

“At any rate, these attempts on the 
part of the European countries to push 
us out of the cotton business should 
teach our farmers the lesson that as 
competition grows more sharp it becomes 
evermore an absolute necessity that the 
southern farmer bend every effort to 
produce the very best quality. In other 
words, the lesson is that our farmers 
should employ .scientific methods in the 
raising of their cotton.”

Judge Gober was in the city vester- 
day and spent considerable time discuss- 
ing matters with his friends in the Kim- 
ball house lobby. He did not hesftate 
to say to them that he was an aspirant 
for the supreme bench and that he wou'd 
like to succeed Justice Lewis. 
many ardent friends who have been at 
work in his behalf, and as soon as the 
time comes he will, no doubt, announce 
himself a candidate for the place. 

Governor Candler will not be back until 
this morning, but it is thought he will 
accept Justice Lewis’ resi-nation ai once. 
This will put the matt@@in shape for the 
contest and the candidates will, no doubt, 
be heard from without delay. 

Candler Is Commended. : 

Judge John 8S. Candler was seen last 
night and had the following to say in 
regard to the probability of his running 
for the supreme court judgeship: 

“In advance of the governor's accept- 
ance of Judge Lewis’ resignation, it would 
not be becoming in me to state definitely 
my intentions, If a general election 
held it is probable that I will be a can- 
didate. My friends all over the state 
have urged me to run 4nd only this af- 
ternoon several promin@nt lawyers called 
on me and urged me to become a candi- 
date.”’ :

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MAY PROHIBIT BASEBALL 


Talk in Mississippi of Stopping Na- 
tional Game During the Cotton 


Picking Season. 

Jackson, Miss., September 1.—(Special.) 
Among the many measures proposed for 
discussion at the next session of the Miss- 
issippi legislature is a law prohibiting the 
game of baseball during the cotton pick- 
ing season and, notwithstanding the odd- 
itv of the subject, it is attracting consid. 
erable attention from the press of the 
state, 

The animus of the proposed measure is 
the fact that the average negro always 
commences to manifest a lively interest 
in baseball about the time the cotton 
picking season actively opens, and it is 
almost impossible to get them into the 
fields. In one little town down in the 
southwestern part of the state a few 
davs since nine baseball games were 
vigorously In progress in one day, thus 
taking 162 laborers from the cotton flelds, 
and, at least, five times’ the numbér as 
spectators, rooters, etc. 

The nuisance is being comrplained of 
with especial bitterness in the delta, and 
landlords are at a loss for some method 
to wean their tenants away from the 
sport, but the inducement has not yet 
been discovered which will take a negro 
away from a ball game after it has 
once started or is in immediate pros- 
pect. 

The suggestion is made that a general 
law should be passed prohibiting the 
game of baseball between the ist of 
September and the ist of January each 
year. Interest usually wanes in the sport

It is for this 
reason that the secrecy has been main- 
tained. It was recently reported that 
Mrs. Brown came from New Orleans, but 
this was a mistake.

The Southern Mills Show Shar 


Increase Over Last 
Year.

ONLY THE LEADING TOTAL 
WERE GIVEN. YESTERDAY 


Due to the Labor Holiday—Full Re- 
port Will Be Issued Today, 
Including the Increasé of 
Spindles In the 
South. 


New Orleans, September 1.—The tota!s 
of Secretary Hester's annua! report of the 
cotton crop of the United States were 
promulgated today. 

They show receipts of cotton at all 


‘United States ports for the year of 7,- 


679,280, against 7,666,452 last year: overland 
to nérthern mills anf Canada 1,103,953, 
against 1,140,337; southern consumption 
taken direct from the interior of the 
eotton belt, 1897,437, against 1,576,733, mak- 
ing the cottén crop of the United States 
for 1991-1902 amount to 10,680,680, against 
10,383,422 last year and 9,436,416 the year 
before. 

Colonel Hester has made his usuaj in- 
vestigation into the consumption of the 
south and has received reports by mail 
and telegraph from every mill consuming 
cottdén in the cotton growing states, in- 
cluding woolen mills that have used cot- 
ton, and the results show a total of 1,- 
$37,971, but of this 40,534 were takeh from 
ports and included in port receipts. 

This shows that the mills of the south 
have used up 317,040 bales more than 
Guring 1900-1901 and 340,859 more than 
during 1899-1900. 

Today being a legal holiday throughout 
the country the exchange was closed and 
Colonel liester has, therefore, only given 
out the leading totals of the crop. His 
full report will be issued tomorrow and 
will contain interesting and valuable 
facts, showing the consumption of the 
south by states, the crop by states and 
the continued increase in spindles of the 
southern mills; also data in relation to 
new mills now building, some of which 
will come into operation during the new 
commercia] year. 

In addftion to the totals of the crop 
and southern consumption, as above, 
Colonel Hester also gave out the year's 
exports and takings by northern mills, 
which were as follows: 

Exports to Great Britain, 3,086.233, 
against 3,063,828 last year, a decrease of 
27,595; to France 745,969, against 729,013, 
an increase of 16,956; continental Euro- 
pean -ports 2,858,608, against 2,74,917, an 
increase of 112,691; to British North 
America 122,261, against 102,523, an increase 
of 19,738. 

The total exports foreign ports, includ- 
ing British North America, amounted to 
6,763,071, against 6,641,281, an increase of 
121,790. 

Northern mills took during the year 
2,060,774, against 1,967,570 bales, an increase 
of $%,2

‘St. Paul, Minn., September 1.—The de- 
fendants in the merger suit v. the state 
of Minnesota filed theit articles in the 
omice of the clerk of the circuit court: 
The sult was brought by the state against 
the Northern Securities Company, James 
J. Hill, as president of that company; 
James J, Hill, as an individual; the Great 
Northern Railway Company and the 
Northern Pacific Company. There is one 
answer for the Securities company and 
Mr. Hill in his capacity as president 
and individually, one fro the Great 
Northern and one for the Northern Pa- 
cific. But the answer to the Securities 
and Mr. Hil sets up all the matters of 
défense and the railways in’ their plead- 
ings simply follow the Securitiea_compa- 
ny S @nswer with such change of phrase- 
Olagy. ag are, required by their diverse 
characters. 

The main answer, that of the Securi- 
ties company, is more than unusually di- 
rect and plain for a legal pleading. 

Defendants deny that the Northern Se- 
curities Company has ever conducted any 
business in Minnesota or had any place 
of business, or Owned any property in 
the state and the railways, the propérty 
af the Eastern Railway Company of 
Minnesota, are operated by virtue of a 
lease to the Great Northern Railway 
Company. They also denv that James J. 
Hill was, on Novémber 13, 1901, or that 
he +as ever been, the owner or in the 
possession or control of,-or had on said 
amy, or at any time, subject his direction 
or disposition, more than a majority or 
more than a portion far less than a ma- 
jority of the capital stock of the Great 
Northern Company. 

‘Not Subject to Minnesota. 

They deny that the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company ever became a corpor- 
ation of, or ever will, in tne state of Min- 
negota, or that it ever became subject 
to the laws thereof, except by filing a 
copy of its articles with the secretary 
of state and complying with the statutes 
relating to the admission to the state 
of railway companies organized under 
the laws of other states. They also deny 
that. the. Northern . Pacific Company's 
lines have, since the organization of 
the Securities company, been operated 
gubdject to the dictation or control of the 
officers of that company. 

They admit that cities and towns named 
in the bill are points on each of the two 
lines of railway, but deny that the lines 
bétween these points are parallel or that 
the lines competed for freight or passen- 
gers hetween said points in any different 
manner or to any greater extent prior to 
the formation of the Securities company 
than they have at all times done since 
the formation of that company and will 
continue to do so in the future. They 
deny that the defendant companies, have 
.competed with each other for passenger 
or freight traffic in any other or different 
matiner or to any greater extent than 
they have continuously done since the 
formation of the Securities company, and 
will continue to do in the future. 

They admit that the lines are the only 
lines of a single railway company tra- 
versing east and west ai] the northern tier 
of states west of the Mississippi river. 
hey deny that these lines are the only 
lines crossing the state of Minnesota and 
connecting the Pacific ocean by rail witn 
points of said state or that they are the 
oniy lines covering the territory or of 
states or the territory tributary there 
to by rail with the Pacific ocean. 

Competition Still Sharp. 

On the contrary, they say that since 
the formation of said company such rates 
have already been largely reduced and are 
now, and will continue to be, lower than 
those gtated in the bill to have been 6e- 
cured’ by the sharp and active competi- 
tion therein alleged. 

Tney admit the organization of the Se- 
curities compafty and that it was or- 
ganized for the purposes set forth in its 
articles and for no other purpose what- 
ever. They admit that after the forma- 
tien of ‘the Securities company, and on 
November 23, 1901, that company did pro- 
pose to ‘the stockholders of the Great 
Northern Company to purchase such of 
their snares as should be offered within 
sixty days fromthe date at $180 per share 
and pay for it in shares of its capital 
stock at par. Except as aforesaid they 
say that the Securities company has not 
offered or sought to purchase any’ stock 
of either said railroads in exchange for 
its own shares. They say that the Se- 
curities company has also purcnaged for 
cash a darge amount of the shares of the 
defendant railway company and of other 
companies.

The firing was con- 
tinued until 6:30, when a collier and dis- 
patch boat entered the harbor and landed 
a force of men. Before the attack of this 
detachment, the station having oeen re- 
duced by the previous bombarement, the 
men at the station made their, escape. 
The landing force of 800 was divided and 
squads were gtationed on each side of the 
breakwater and at other points along 
the shore, while an ample force was sent 
to occupy the Beacon Hill signal station. 
As thp fleet lay off shore seventeen ves- 
sels could be counted, including colliers. 


Sliympia In Action. 


Woods Hole, Mass., September 1.—The 
United States cruiser Olympia dashed 
into this port this forenoon, landed a 
force and seized all telegraph, telephone 
and cable stations, thereby cutting off all 
communication with Martha’s Vineyard 
and Elizabeth island.

The Olympia appeared off this port 
suddenly early this morning and tmme- 
diately two boats put off taward shore, 
One was a launch and the other a whale 
boat, and in them was a detachment un- 
der Lieutenant L. M. Everhardt. The 
launch landed here, while the whale boat 
lay off shore and at once began grap- 
pling for the cable. The men under 
Lieutenant Everhardt rushed to the office 
of the Martha’s Vineyard telegraph office 
and then to the telephone station and 
carried out their orders to make the 
seizure. Having accomplished this work 
they returned to their launch, joined the 
shipwhale boat and returned to their ship.

They Fear Defeat in the 
Elections To Be Held 
This Fall, 


ARMY OF SPELLBINDERS_ 
TO BE TURNED LOOSE 


From Nearly Every Section of the 
Country Come Reports That the 
People Are Disgusted with 
the Conduct of the | 

Republicans. 


Washington, September 1.—(Special.)— 
Information received here from the head- 
yuarters of the republican congressional 
campaign committee itn New York indi- 
cates that the campaign managers are 
preparing to put out on the stump an 
array of spellbinders such as is very un- 
usual except in a presidential campaign. 

The committee has been receiving re- 
ports from all parts of the country indie 
cating that the voters are apathetic, and 
that up to this time the masses of the 
party are only taking a very listiess in- 
tcrest in the campaign. It is the object 
cf the spellbinding campaign which is 
now being opened to infuse life. into the 
narty, get the voters enthusiastic, if pos- 
sible, and keep them so until after their 
vallots are deposited on. the day of the 
elections. 

Republicans Frightened. 

A study of the election figures snows 
that, counting the vote cast respectively 
for the republican and the democratie 
candidates for the presidency as the nor- 
yial vote of the two parties, the repubii- 
can vote always falls off much more in 
off years than does the democratic vote. 
The republican managers have-«heen lovk- 
ing into these figures and they are nof. 
entirely satisfied with the conclusions 
thrust upon them. They are frightenewt. 
They find that if the falling off in their 
vote, as compared with that of 1900, is as 
great as present indications indicate that 
it may~ be there will be danger of the 
loss of enough close districts to give the 
democrats the control of the house of 
representatives in the next congress. It 
is to prevent this that they are drafting 
all of the big guns of the party into the 
fell campaign, and every republican rep- 
resentative who-does not have to fight for 
his life in his own district will be expectcd 
to take the stump in other districts to 
help out his brethren who are in danger 
of defeat. 

While the speeches which President 
Roosevelt is delivering in New England 
are not in the form of partisan campaign 
speeches, and while his treatment of the 
trust question does not meet with the ap- 
proval of all republicans, the managers 
of the party believe that he is doing ef- 
fective campaign work, especially in his 
talks regarding the policy of the adminis- 
tration in the Philippines It is believed 
by the campgign managers that his talks 
on this subject will tend to counteract 
in part the dissatisfaction that exists 
among the republicans of New England, 
which has been the headquarters of the 
anti-imperialist movement,

Democratic Convention of Ohio 
Will Be Held, 


Cleveland Mayor Will Dictate Ticket 
and Platform—He Will Have 
Bryan and. Views of Ne- 
braskan Indorsed by 
the Convention. 


Sandusky, Ohio, September 1.—Some of 
the leaders and delegates are already 
here today for the democratic conven- 
tion, which has its preliminary meetings 
tomorrow and its sessions on Wednes- 
day. Nominations are to be made for 
four state officers and there are no heat- 
ed contests for places on the state ticket, 
As the result of the county conventions 
indicated in advance that the McLean 
element was taking no aggressive part 
except In the selection of state commit- 
teemen, and as most of the delegates are 
friendly to Mayor Thomas L. Johnson, 
of Cleveland, who will be chairman of 
the convention, the indications are that 
the convention will be harmonious and 
without unusual features except in the 
ovation accorded Mayor Johnson. 

While it is generally conceded that he 
can name the ticket and dictate the plat- 
form, there is no slate announced. It is 
understood that Rev. Herbert S. Bigelow 
can have the nomination for secretary 
of state if he will accept it. « 

While the McLean men are opposed 
Strongly to some of Mayor Johnson's 
views on both national and state politics, 
they will not make any fight on the John- 
son platform, which is in accord with his 
Well known views. The platform will not 
only incorporate Johnson's views on tax- 
ation, franchises.and ggher state issues, 
but also reaffirm e Kansas City plat- 
form and indorse Bryan. The democratic 
convention that nominated Colonel James 
Kilbourne for governor last year did not 
mention Bryan or the Kansas City plat- 
form.

BY ROOSEVELT 


President Concludes Tour of 
Green Mountain State and 
Enters Massachusetts, 


STRONG NAVY IS NEEDED 
TO BACK MONROE DOCTRINE 


Tells Green Mountain People That 
the Doctrine Will Be Observed 
Just So Long as We Are 
Strong on the Sea and 
No Longer. 


Fast Northfield, Mass., September 1.— 
President Roosevelt today concluded his 
tour through Vermont at Brattleboro 
and is spending the night here at North- 
field. The reception accorded hpim_ at 
Brattleboro was among the most en- 
thusiastic he has received in his tour’ of 
New England. 

Upon arriving at the station he was 
met, by a company of infantry, Readed 
by a band, and escorted to the com- 
mon, where he delivered a brief address, 
in which he spoke of Abraham Lincola 
as the man of the hour in the great civil 
war. 7 

Labor Day was generally. celebrated 
throughout the state and wherever the 
train stopped holiday crowds were out to 
extend the president a welcome. The 
heat Was excessive, 
seemed to suffer but little from ifs ef- 
fects. His remarks on the subject of 
Labor Day were confined mostly to a 
tribute to the people of Vermont. -and 
he expressed his pleasure at being greet- 
e€ by the representatives of organized 
labor, because, he said, the _ typical 
Amertcan is the man who works. 

The president crossed into Massachu- 
setts in the early evening and went to 
Northfield to spend the night as the guest 
of William Moody,- son of the noted 
evangelist, Dwight L. Moody, at North- 
field hotel. The president will go to 
Round Top tn the morning to visit Mr. 
Moody’s grave. 

His Tour of Vermont. 

Rutland, Vt., September 1.—President 
Roosevelt, aftera stay of thirty-six hours 
on the shores of Lake Champlain as the 
guest of Secretarv Shaw and of PDr. W. 
Seward Webb, resumed his tour of New 
England today. He reached Burlington 
from Shelburne Farms, Dr. Webb's home, 
during the forenoon and was egiven an 
hour’s drive through this city. Governor 
Stickney and Mayor Hawley acted as 
hosts. The drive extended to Green 
Mountain cemetery, where the president 
viewed the grave of Ethan Allen, and 
to BRatterv park. He did not spea® here 
before noon. :

Secretary of the Treasury Shaw joined 
the president at the station. Severa! 
stops not scheduled were made. At Ver- 
gennes a very brief speech was delivered. 
The president referred to the fact that 
this was T.,abor Day and said that the 
people of Vermont, from the top down, 
had worked hard, and it was that which 
had ma@ie the state what it Is. 

Other stops were made at Middlebury 
and Brandon, where the: president spoke 
briefly. At Brandon three little girls 
dressed in American flags climbed up on 
the rear platform of the president's car 
und presented him with a beautiful floral 
piece on behalf of the school children 
from the town.

AS ARCHBISHOP 


He Is Selected To Succeed 
Late Archbisfisp Corrigan 


Cardinal Martinelli Eulogizes Bishop 
Farley as the Most Worthy Can-. 
didate—Ratification of Pope 
Necessary to Make Ap- 
pointment Definite. 


Rome, September 1—The propaganda, 
after a lengthy sitting today, decided 
to recommend the pope to appoint the 
Right Rev. John M. Farley, D.D., the 
auxiliary bishop of New York, as arch- 
bishop of New York, in succession of the 
late Most Reverend Michael Augustine 
Corrigan, and Right Rev. George Mont- 
gomery, bishop of Los Angeles, Cal., as 
coadjutor to the Most Rev. Patrick Wil- 
liam Riordan, archbishop of San Fran- 
cisco. 

Cardinal Martinelli, who was charged to 
set forth the case to his colleagues, made 


a minute and detailed report about the 


different candidates. The information re- 
ceived showed that Dr. Farley was qual- 


ified as the most worthy candidate for 


the post, both in the list of the priests 
and bishops and in the reports of the 
archbishops of the United States. 

After a discussion, in which afl the 
cardinals present participated, Cardinal 
Gotti surnmed up the expressions of opin- 


ions of those present with the result that 


the choice of Dr. Farley was unanimous. 
The ratification of the pope is necessary 
to make the appointment definite. 

Monsignor Veccia, secretary of the pro- 
paganda, will report today’s meetirig to 
his holiness some time during this” week. 
The formality of the confirmation of the 
decision reached by the cardinals, how- 
ever,.is sometimes delayed. 

The qualifications of the cardinals for 
the post of coadjutor to the archbishop 
of San Francisco were outlined by Car- 
dinal Satolli, whose eulogy of the Right 
Rev. George Montgomery resulted in this 
prelate’s nomination almost without dis- 
cussion. It is expected that Dr. Farley 
will ask for an auxiliary bishop on ac- 
count of the size and importance of the 
arch diocese of New York.

The session will be open to 
any practical suggestions looking to the 
increase of business, but there are several 
measures which, having already been re- 
ceived with marked favog by business mén 
generally, will no doubt receive special 
consideration, 

Among these is the trade extension trip 
which will be made ’by more than fifty 
representative business men and mer- 
chants. The trip will be made in a 
special train and will cover about 1,000 
miles. Nearly all the principal cities and 
towns of Georgia will be visited and the 
object of the journey will be to interest 
the local merchants in business relatiot®s 
with Atlanta. While this proposed trade 
extension trip is new to Atlanta, ft has 
been successfully carried out by mer- 
chants in other large cities, such as New 
Orleans, Milwaukee, St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. 

Many Will Make Trip. 

A number of leadirg merchants and 
manufacturers have already _ signified 
their intention to take part in this move- 
ment and the trip will begin about the 
third week of this month. Considerable 
interest and enthusiasm has been mani- 
fested in the trip abd the minimum num- 
ber of, fifty required to make the trip a 
success has been assured. It is expected, 
however, that this number will be ex- 
ceeded. 

The route has not yet been determined 
‘and {ft is highly probable that this par- 
ticular matter will be referref to a com- 
mittee which will be appointed as the 
result of today’s meeting. This commft- 
tee will be made up of representative 
men ‘in various lines of businc@®s and the 
route will be selected with a view te 
proving agreeable to all concerned. When 
the committee 1s appointed it will doubt- 
less be able to report within twenty-four 
hcurs, giving the itinerary. 

Several other means for extending the 
business of Atlanta-have received much 
attention of late. Among these is the ex- 
tension of the mail order business. The 
mail order business tis a large feature 
of trade in the great cities. Another 
practical idea is the advertising of At- 
lanta as a market by the concerted ac- 
tion of business men. Between 75,000 and 
100,000 letters go out of the city every day, 
and a large proportion of these are busi- 
ness letters which might carry a concise 
advertisement of the city without extra 
postage. Considerable was gone in this 
way during the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition of 1895. 

The Atlanta manufacturers’ exhibit 
which is rapidly assuming definite shape 
and will be open to the public on October 
8, is another matter of Interest. 

It will be discussed by Messrs. Clark 
Howell, J. P. Stevens, Louts Gohlstin, W. 
A. Bates, Edward O. Miles, E. L. Hum- 
phries, Ora Nunnally and others who 
have been active in working up the ex- 
hibit.

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PRISONER: FIGHTS OFFICERS 


Detective Kilpatrick Has Lively Ex- 
perience with Unruly White Man.

It was necessary for a physician to 
dress the detective’s wound. 

The prisoner in the dungeon staved 
there all night, and after he became so- 
ber he still refused to give his name and 
was as ready to fight as he had been in 
the earlier part of the night.

Manager Frank Massie tried to eject 
them from the grounds, emptied their 
pistols into a crowd of dancers.

The governing board and the house 
committee of the Transportation Club of 
Atlanta sre making all arrangements for 
the opering of the club at an early date, 
and at the present time they hope to have 
the quarters of the club open by Sep- 
tember 15. 

The matter depends chiefly upon the 
progress made by the owners of the 
Peters building in arranging the quarters 
which have been secured as a home for 
the club. The house ‘committee has been 
working on the matter of furnishings 
and now has under advisement several 
tids, one of which will be accepted at 
an early date in order that the work of 
fitting up the quarters may proceed with- 
out delay as soon as the rooms are ready 
for occupancy, 

The club continues to grow in member- 
ship. Every day applications for mem- 
bership are received both from local and 
non-resident railroad men. A large num- 
ber of prominent railroad officials who do 
rot reside in Atlanta have already be- 
come members of the organization, among 
them President Samue! Spencer, of the 
Southern; Second Vice President W. W. 
Finley, of the Southern; Major J. F. 
Hanson, chairman of the poard of di- 
rectors of the Central of Georgia and 
rresident of the Ocean Steamship Com- 
rany; Tra Manager R. E. Luiz, of the 
West Point \route; General F'assenger 
Agent J. H_- McWilliams, of the Atianta, 
i<noxville “and Northern; General Man- 
ager Jullan R, Lane, of the Macon and 
Birmingham; Auditor Carlton Hillyer, of 
the Georgia railroad, and H. M. Wilson, 
president of The Railway Age of Chicago, 

The opening of the club will be quite 
an elaborate affair, as an elegant ban- 
quet will be given on the night that the 
quarters are thrown open. An elaborate 
menu and gq full programme will be ar- 
ranged. It !s possible that a large num- 
ber of visiting railway men will be tn fhe 
city on the occasion. 

Equipment of American Roads. 

The fourteenth annual statistical report 
of the interstate commerce commission, 
covering the year ending June 30, 1902, 
contains some interesting figures as to 
the equipment of the railroads of the 
United States, 


On June 30, 1901, there were 39,584 loco- 
motives in the service of the railways, 
Which was 1,921 more than were in use 
ihe preceding year. Of the total number 
Of locomotives 10,184 are classed as pas- 
senger locomotives, 22.839 as freight loco- 
motives, 5,959 as switching locomotives, 
the remainder, 602, not being classified. 

The total number of cars of all classes 
in the service of the railways on the date 
stated was 1,555,833, there havirg been 
an increase of 99,995 in rolling stock of 
this class. Of the total number of cars 
39,969-are assigned to the passenger ser- 
vice, 1,464,328 to the freight service and 
60,036 to the immediate service of the 
railways. These figures, however, do not 
include cars owned by private comyanies 
and firms that are used by r-"ways ag 
no returns for them are made ., ! ‘Om- 
mission, 

The report under review contains sum- 
maries to indicate the density of equip- 
ment and the®extent of its use. It ap- 
pears therefrom that the railways of the 
United States used on an average 202 
locomotives and 7,926 cars per 1,000 miles 
of line, that 59,631 passengers were car- 
ried and 1,704,005 passenger miles accom- 
plished per passenger locomotive and that 
47,692 tons of freight were carried and 6,- 
429,136 ton miles accomplished per freight 
locomotive. Embracing in the term 
“equipment” both locomotives and cars, 
it is noted that the total equipment of 
railways at the end sof the year was 
i,590,417. Of this number 1,164,048 were 
fitted with train brakes, the increase in 
this item being 158,319, and 1,549,880 were 
fitted with automatic couplers, the in- 
crease being 145,708. Nearly all locomo- 
tives and cars in the passenger service 
were fitted with train brakes, and of 10,- 
184 locomotives assigned to that service 
&.870 were fitted with automatic couplers, 
Practically all passenger cars were fitted 
with automatic couplers. Regarding 
freight equipment, it is observed that 
ncarly all freight locomotives were equip- 
ped with train brakes and 89 per cent of 
them with automatic couplers: Of 1,464,- 
528 cars in the freight service, 1,071.78 
were fitted with train brakes and 1,434,075 
with automatic couplers. 


Spikes and Cinders. 

The passenger department of the Loutls- 
ville and Nashville has issued a neat 
booklet describing the elegant dining car 
and chair car service now maintained on 
the through trains operated by that sys- 
tem. 

The dining cars are operated between 
Cincinnati and New Orleans and between 
Cincinnat! and Memphis. They are fitted 
with all modern conveniences and have 
electric lHghts and fans, the electricity 
for each car being generated from its 
axles. . 

The chair cars, which have just been 
received from the Pullman company, are 
operated between Cincinnati and New 
Orleans, Cincinnati and Memphis and 8t. 
louis and Nashville via Evansville. The 
J.ouisville. and Nashviitle is now making 
a great point of its dining car service, 
and this was found so successful that the 
chair cars were put into service, 


The offices of Commercial Agent T. C. 
Tipton and Traveling Passenger Agent 
S 1. Parrott, formerly of the Choctaw, 
tut now primarily of the Rock Island 
system and secondarily of the Choctaw, 
(klahoma and Gulf rafiroad, are being 
ornamented with the regulation window 
signs of the Rock Island.system. The 
rames of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railway and the Choctaw, Okla- 
homa and Gulf railroad are displayed be- 
iow in small gilt letters. 

A joint folder has just been received
